"And now to a practical question. As 


we look buol; over these 30 yinars of pence 
and the fruits of victory, we are led to ask 
if tbe fruits of victory are commensurate 
wltb the effort and tbe saoriflce.

"The alzteen statea cast of tbe Kooky 


Mountains ocd north 
of Moson and 


Olxon's line were thus well and loyally 
manned, The two states of the Pnolflo 
slope, California and Oregon, much to 
the disappointment of the confederaoy, 
joined tbls legion of honor by clouting In 
theformerLolaDd Stanford and in the lat- 
ter John Wnittakcr, Then another factor 
of tbogruAtostoonslderatlon waatbe in- 
wnse loyalty o( tbe masses of tbe people. 


" When tbo south said tbe Eonfeeee were 


sc wvddod to their business and tbelr 
homes that tbey did not care for war they 
told tbe truth; but wben they sold tbe 
Yankees were cowards and were afraid to 
fight, tbey told a lie of wblob they repent- 
ed when tbey got to know them better. 
The same Issue of tbe paper which told ot 
tbe fall of Suinter 
contained Lincoln's 


oall for 75,000 men to put down the armed 
Insurrection. 
The 
patriotism of the 


people was immediately fired. Public 
meetings were bold from one end of tbo 
land to tho other. Tbe plow wae left 
standing In tbu furrow tbe mill wheels 
stoppud, work was suspended in tbe too- 
tocy, and tho very flower ot the land went 
crowding to tbo trout to do and to die for 
tbe Union. 


"And so II continued till the day bad 


been lost and won. As oftan os tbe presi- 
dent culled there wa* a hearty response 
until 600.000 marcbuiS away to death, a 
sacrifice

I I'elt as never 
before the force of the truth of tbe words 
of Wend el Phillips, uttered when he was 
looking In tbo grave of bis friend, Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison—'This continent can 
never ttfttvln be trodden by the foot of n 
slave.' 


'And tbls wns not all, for wbilo tbey 


lifted a race Into freedom tbey handed 
down to us a territory uninutllatod of a 
single aore and tbe flap; with not n jingle 
stripe erased,not a star obscured and blaz- 
ing witb more than its original lustre. 
The rlgbt bad been vindicated, a race 
delivered, the Union snvcd; nnd today 
tbe temple of our freedom stands secure 
and many of taoie wbo sought to destroy 
It rejoice in its light and beauty.

During tbe day thousands of persons 


visited tbe cemetery. 
In tbe forenoon 


buggies, carriages and vehicles of all 
tlnds crowded In and almost every foot 
of spaue lu tbo road was taken up.

noon tbe vehicles IcSt and the btg gates 
were closed so that no one could drive in 
tbe cemetery until after the exercises.
